The histo ry o f the atro cio us 
deed is still fresh in the memo ry 
o f o ur readers. 
The two men 
had 
been harvesting fo r several 
weeks near Breckenridge and started 
fo r their ho me in Brainerd o n Sept. 
24th go ing o n fo o t by the railro ad 
track. The nex t mo rning Wo ld was 
seen near the fo rmer city carrying 
two satchels and walking rapidly to ­ 
ward the railro ad statio n. Three o r 
fo ur weeks after that a girl was herd­ 
ing cattle alo ng Whisky creek, when 
her ho rse became frightened at so me­ 
thing in the grass near the creek bo t­ 
to ms. 
Reining up clo ser she dis­ 
co vered Hagan's bo dy. The skull 
was crushed at the fo rehead, the 
thro at was stabbed twice, and there 
was a bullet ho le in the rear o f his 
head. The po ckets had been rifled 
and everything o f value remo ved. 
Blo o d and o ther evidence o f a struggle 
were fo und o n the to p o f the bank, 
and a trail in the grass led fro m there 
to where the bo dy lay.

fessed to the sheriff that he killed 
Hagan in a quarrel o ver Mrs. Hagan 
and to o k his mo ney, but when o n the 
stand he denied making the admis­ 
sio ns. 
It is claimed that the jury 
wo uld have fo und a verdict o f murder 
in the seco nd degree had it no t been 
fo r the defendant’s o wn testimo ny. 
The wido w o f the murdered man and 
her family o f children have left this 
city and are no w at Madiso n, Wis.

Spooner, 
after the 
murder, fled, but was captured last May and 
returned to the scene of the crime. Spooner 
walked to the scaffold saying: 
“ I am going 
to the grav eyard.” On mounting the scaffold 
he adv ised those within hearing a t some 
length tha t he wus ‘‘going to glory and was 
ready to go; the minute this rope is cut tny 
soul hops up into heav en.” 
lie confessed 
his crime und expressed his sorrow a t the 
commission. 
The people of Big Horn basin, Johnson 
county, hav e broken up Kettle Jack's gang 
of thiev es and cut throats by lynching elev en 
of them and driv ing the remainder of them 
out of the country. 
Kettle Jack and his 
companions arriv ed in tha t region about a 
year ago. After being reinforced by u num­ 
ber of desperate characters they began to 
plunder settlers. 
Farm er Jones and two sons 
pursued the gang and made a tight for some 
of their stolen property, but were shot down. 
People liv ing in the basin, some 
500 in 
number, liv ed in m ortal terror of Kettle 
Jack's band. Jack made captiv e of und 
forced into m arriage the daughter of a 
leading citizen. The father headed a rem-u- 
ing parly, but the reacners were defeated with 
thelossoftw o killed and half-a-dozen wounded 
Jack grew bolder and bolderuntil the citizens 
determined to wipe out the outlaws. They 
succeeded in storm ing the camp of the des­ 
peradoes and lynching followed.

the tw-o term s are provided for in M inneapo­ 
lis, one on the first M onday in February and 
one on the serond M onday in 8cpt« Tnl» er. 
S enator Butler introduced a bill to-day to 
provide for the em ig ration of persons of col­ 
or from the Southern sta te s of the I nitcd 
S tates. 
It provides th a t the head of any 
fumily, o r for himself, if no t m arried, m ay 
m ake application to the nearest United 
S tates comm issioner, under o ath , 
setting 
forth the (act th a t he d« *» ires to em ig rate to 
a foreig n country f« » r perm anent residence 
nnd citizenship and th a t he is too poor to 
pay the cost of tra nsp o rta tio n. 
A certifi­ 
cate of this statem ent shall Is- forw arded by 
the commission« *r to the q uarterm aster g en­ 
eral of the arm y, who shall thereupon fur­ 
nish to said applicant the necessary trans­ 
p o rtatio ns by the cheapest route. 
F or this 
purpose the bill appropriates $5,000,000.

I 
made down my blankets nn« l went 
to sleep with a feeling of al*solute so 
enrity. 
Some time about the middle of the 
nig ht, as I could determine by the 
stars. 1 awoke w ithout any apparent 
reason. 
Looking about 
me 
and 
listening attentively, 
all 
seemed 
q uiet, linking bark to rest, and 
when in a condition between semi- ■ 
consciousness and oblivion, I noticed 
th a t my pony lmd q uit eating . This 
ag ain aroused me, and soon the j**r- 
j 
feet silence was broken 
bv faint 
sounds of horses' feet in the distance, j 
“ If it lie Indian» ,” 1 thoug ht, “ my 
caution has been warranted, for they 
can’t find mo for some time a t least, j 
nn« l no m atter w hat their number, 1 
can reach Vulture before they harm 
me; it white travelers, they do not 
concern me, and will camp a t the! 
tanks, where 1 will se? them in the 
m orning .” 
N otw ithstanding 
my 
confidence, I sat up and listene« !. 
The sounds ot the hoofs became J 
plainer, ami I was soon able to de­ 
termine th a t a sing le animal mace 
th« *m. and th a t it was lieing hard 
ridden. Wonder and alarm took pos­ 
session of me when, a t a point on the ’ 
trail directly opposite from which 1 j 
was sleeping , the g allop broke, nnd 
a t a much » lowerpace the horsecame 
in my dire« tion. 
I reasoned th a t it ! 
could not bean Apache, for a solitary j 
Indian wouhl select an open place a t j 
some elevated point to deep, nnd 
would himself drink and also water 
his horse nt thetank. It followed then ; 
th a t the m idnig ht riderwn» white and 
a strang er to the trail. 
Not knowing 
the prox im ity of water, he hud selected 
the clump of mesq uites ns a g ood 
place at which to rest for a few 
hours, nnd his approach was noth­ 
ing more than a chance. This rea­ 
soning was completely upset, when, 
in a loud voice, the strang e horse­ 
man, now q uite near, sang out; 
“ Hello, strang er! where is yon? 
Don’t lie 'tall alarmed; 
it's all 
rig ht!” 
How the man could possibly know 
th a t I w as in th a t vicinity was some­ 
thing passing my understanding , 
but I answered his salute, althoug h 
in a low and more cautious voice, 
and when he came up to me, pro­ 
ceeded to inform him in lang uag e 
more forcible than polito th a t we 
were in an Indian country, anil th a t 
people who went riding over it yell­ 
ing like Comanche» were likely to 
lose a lock or two of hair, th a t this 
mig ht lie a trivial m atter with him, 
but for my p art I considered my 
tresses valuable. 
“ Beg 
pardon; 
but 
th a t’s 
nil 
rig ht, partner,” he coolly replied; 
“ there ain’t no Injun in five mile» 
of here; th a t I can bet. 
But it’s 
lucky for me you camped on the 
rig ht-hand side of the trail, or 1 
wouldn’t h a\e found you Where’s 
your water?” 
1 liunded him my canteen, and I 


rig ht back, he rcsle away. 
T h at I 
; was completely confounded a t the 
strang e visit and nonplussed with the 
travel, fr« ?ely ex presses my sensations 
a t the time. T hat he was a strang er 
to the trial was evident from the fact 
th a t he di« l not know the location ot 
the watcr-tanks. 
T hat he was a 
g reenhorn in the country was « Hjiial- 
ly plain, for th** reason th a t he « lid 
n« jt appreciate the ex isting dang er, 
and by his noise needlessly ex posed 
himM« ‘!f: yet the mysterious manner 
in which he found my camp, salut ing 
a t 
the proper 
time to 
nvoi« i 
all 
chances 
of receiving a ri- 
ffe-ball, was contradictory of the 
latter 
proposition, as 
was also 
his positiv* ness w hen h«* assure« ! me 
no Indians were near. After the un­ 
known traveler hn« l returned from 
water, lie unsad« lie« 1 an« i staked out 
his horse, nnd I hear*! him g athering 
up twig s ot the mesijuite. Divining 
his intentions, I asked: 
“ What are \o u g oing to do now?” 
“ BuiM a little fire, partner, ami 
have a bit 
to eat; 
haven’t had 
nuthin’ since m om in’.” 
“ Well, if yon areanescaped Innatic 
r.nd desire to commit suicide. I am 
not. Do you want t«> ring ahundred 
or more Apaches « lown here within 
the nex t hour and have us both 
killed? This is my camp ami you 
shall not build a fire here to-nig ht. 
You can wait until morning to eat; 
if not. g o some place els» * ami make 
your tire, far enoug h awa.v so th a t I 
will not be compelled to 
s u ff r from 
your stupidity and« l 
d nonsense,” 
said I, losing all patience. 
“ Well, 
partner,” 
th« * 
midnig ht 
horseman replied, in an injure« ! and 
disappoint^! tone, but free from all 
offense, “ I don’t like to l» e unsocia­ 
ble, and won’t <b> nuthin- when you 
say» no, ami I can wait till m om in’ 
for my coffee nnd ba<*on. 
Man, I 
« Jon't dang er myself « *r nobody. A 
little fire in th at wash there couhln’t 
be se**n ten yards by a Irijnn <jr n« v 
body <*ise, and when 1 tel Is you there’s 
no Injuns nig h**r to us than five miles, 
I know what I am talking about. I 
I was b« » rn in Western Mi-soury, 
twenty-nine years ag o, w hen the In­ 
juns was tryin’ to burn our cabin, 
and my g « >od m other—leastwise, I 
never seen her—die« ! two hours after 
1 came into the world. Do you think 
th a t’s for nuthin ? Do you think u 
g«K*«l woman g ives up her life for a 
boy who g row.» to l>e a man an« I g ive 
up whites to the Injuns? No, sir e**. 
I hates’em, ami I wi» h I could kill 
every one of ’em, for the whole hit of 
’em. ten million tim**s over, is not so 
g ooiJ as my mother. 
1 can feel ’em 
if they is nig h, aud 1 have hod «in** of 
them for every hair th at was in h**r 
poor hen« l—letistwi.-e, if she was like 
other women. Travel with me, pard, 
ami there is no dang er to nobody 
I s a fri**nd to every man ns ha« i a 
white mother, nnd an enemy to all 
Injuns, t Jood-nig ht to you!” 
The simple nn« l enrne-d m anner in 
which these few words were utter**« ! 
caused me to reg ret th a t I had de­ 
nied the fellow tin* privileg e of buihl- 
ing a fire, althoug h I knew it wouhl 
have been iinpru« lent. 
They also , 
convince« ] me th a t he wouhl be an 
acceptable companion for the re- 
maimler of my trip, if he was g oing 
th a t far. 
I woke first in the morning , mode 
a fire, nnd was g etting coffee ready, 
when the strang er g ot up. 
lb* was 
tall and slender, with a round, g ood­ 
nature« ! face, black eye» , hair, and 
mustache, and 
app*a*v« I 
several 
year» young er than the ag e he g ave 
the previous nig ht. 
His contennnee 
was frank ami open, and his actions 
simple and modest. 
He g reeted me I 
cheerfully, nn« l we shook hands. 1 
noticed a t th a t time th a t his g rasp 
was what w«* term “hearty,” but th** 
sensation which 1 ex perienced in my 
hand was not th at of a fierce sq ueeze 
but rather of an indefinable an« l pe­ 
culiar nature. 
He g ave the name of 
Dick H arbert; was g oing to Santa 
Fe—a ve ry « lang erous trip a t th at 
tim<*—nn« i was g lad to ha veconq mny 


We start€ *d down the g entle slope 
at a long , sw img ing g alioo, and, sure 
enoug h, when he had covered aliout 
half a mile, I saw an Apache raise his 
! bead fr« im behind a rock, on the hill- 
side to our l« *ft. As I drew up my 
Winchester to shoot, a volley from 
four or five rifles was fired at us, but 
the rang e was too long and we suf­ 
fered no injury. 
1 returne« l the fire, 
and althoug h there was no pirear- 
rang **d plan of action, both H arbert 
and myself wheeled our horses and 
started tow ard the Indians. 
They broke from their shelter and 
scatter« « }, all endeavoring , however, 
t<» pass beyond the ridg e oft he hill on 
the Hide of which they ha« l made their 
ambush. I followed several up the 
hill in the direction from which we 
came, firing eig ht or ten shfits ami 
having the satisfaction of seeing the 
murderous fiends tall to the g round. 
As 1 ba« i not beard a shot freim H ar­ 
bert, 1 tum« **l around tosee what had 
f» e« *om« * of him, and thus witnessed 
<ine of the most ex traonlinary and 
inex plicable occurrences in my life. 
H arbert was pursuing , iu a diag onal 
« lirection lr« mi me, three Indians who 
were **n« leavoring to cross the ri« lg e 
nt a lower point than those whom 1 
attacked, but, while within close 
rang e, « lid not 
attm p t to shoot. 
Just a t this moment, a buck, who 
was nearest t« i him, pulled up his 
weapon, but the pistol in the left 
hami of my companitin cracked, and 
the Imlian fell over dead. 1 could see 
th at llarliert’s hiirse had a fr*>e rein 
ami th at it understood the work in 
ham) as well as its master, for in an­ 
other moment it was along side the 
Indian. No shot was fire« ! this time. 
H.» rl*ert clutched the Apache by th** 
n**« k with his rig ht hand and threw 
him from the pony he was riding , 
scarcely pausing in his mad chase 
after the third savag e. Thinking 
th at the Indian who had been pulled 
fr« im his horse was simply stunned, I 
r« *« le rapidly toward him. but was 
surprise« ! upon reaching the body to 
see by the <L« t« irted features and p ro 
trm ling t« *ng ue, th at life was ex tim t. 
By this time, Harliert ha« J « enne up 
to the last wretch; ag ain his rig ht 
arm went out and his hurnl clutched 
the th ro at ot the Indian, who ro!!e« l 
from his horse as thoug h bis sknli had 
been cloven. Ag ain turning into the 
r*>a« l and shouting to me to follow, 
H arbert started in th** direction we 
ha« l lieeti previously traveling a t a 
sfieed which my 
pony could not 
l*eg in to m aintain. 
The entire* fig ht, if fig ht it may fs* 
called, « lid not lust over five or six 
minutes. Althoug h not unfamiliar 
with such thing s. 1 was completely 
bewildered. How did H arbert kill 
the two last Indians? He surely « ltd 
not strung !** them to death, for he 
di« l not take sufficient time, an« ! he 
certainly di« i not possess the streng th 
to dislocate a m an’s neck while using 
but one hand. 
Why « lid not he 
shoot them, like an ordinary man 
wouhl have done? Was he a wizard, 
and what uns« ***n powers did h** pos­ 
sess? While trying to settle the» ** 
nn« I other q uestions of similinr na­ 
ture which rapidly came to my rniml, 
I overto« ik my companion, who lay 
writhing on the g r« >un« l in apparent 
ag ony, while his horse was « piietly 
g razing on the g ras-* near by. 
Believing th a t he ha« i l*?en vvoun« !- 
e« l, I sprang to his side to render 
what assistance I could, when h** 
turned his face tow ard me and fairly 
hissed: 
“ For Go« l’s sake, m an,don’t touch 
me* it’ll kill you!” 
His jaws set,his eyes rolled, and his 
features g ave evidence of the most in­ 
tense pain: g reat bea« ls of perspira­ 
tion stood out ou his brow. 
His 
limbs were twitching and his ag ony 
a s Harbert did for the nex t five or 
six minutes, and when the thro**» f» > 
catne less violent, he sat up ami l» e- 
g an rubbing aud l*eating his rig ht 
arm , re la ting , over nnd over ag ain 
in a inoan. “< >h it’ll kill me; it’ll bust; 
it’ll break; some time I’ll cut it o ff- 
cut it off!” It w as fully half an hour 
liefore the suffering man was able to 
mount his horse and rule to the sta ­ 
tion, but in the meantime, he assured 
me th at he had not been wounded by 
the Indians. 
We reached Frescott the nex t even­ 
ing without 
any further encoun­ 
ters with the Indians, and 
« hir­ 
ing the day H arbert ex plained to me 
reluctantly—for he was averse ot 
talking on the subject—the nature of . 
his peculiar g ift or ailment. It seern9 
th at he had possessed it since child­ 
hood, an*l he was inclined to a t­ 
tribute it to the the painful circum­ 
stances attaching to nisb irth . It was 
So, after our breakfast, we saddle« ! never developed until he came into 
up and started oft tog ether. 
I learned little of my strang ely met 
com {» anion during our ride th a t day. 
In fact, his conversation never relat­ 
ed to himself. 
Hr was a g oo« ! rider, 
ex cellently m« » unte« l, and well armed, 
and the only physical peculiarity 1 
not« *« ! was th at he was decidtnllv left- 
hand« *d. His rig ht arm nnd han« l 
may ns well have been of wood for 
the uses mad** of them, yet they were 
apparently souml and 
uninjured. 
W ithout being able to assig n any 
reason. I be« *nme more and mon* 
mystified with the man every hour 
we traveled tog ether. H crodealong , 
so far as I could see, without g iving 
the slig hest attention to his surround­ 
ing s, but his peculiar confidence was 
ex presse« ! nnd illustrated, whenever 
he detected me inspecting tfie coun­ 
try with especial care, by some such 
remark as: “There’s no Injuns her« *; 
never you mind, partner, I'll tell you 
when they is around.” 
SV e had a g ood, hare! wag on-road 
for the g reater p art of the day’s trav­ 
el, and, 
a s water was plentiful, made 
g o« x l time. We enter**« ! I*e« *ple’s Val­ 
ley tow ard evening and intended to 
make the ohl station, a few miles 
further up, for the nig ht. H arbert 
was riding slig htly ahead of me, when 
I notice« ! him tlrop a switch which he 
carried in his rig ht haml and ex tend 
th a t arm in front of him. A moment 
or tw« j afterward he turn« *d to me 
and said, 
with a smile 
which J 
thoug ht unsuite« l to the situation: 
“There’s Injuns about lu*re.” 
I could not see the slig htest thing 
to justify th** assertion, and we rode 
on for about fifteen minutes lx*fore 
H arliert drew up his horse ami said: 
“ Yes, they is to th e north of usand 
not no r ’n half-mile ahead of us. 
They think they’ll s’prise us. but they 
won’t do nuthin’ ol the kind. How's 
your g uns, paitner?” 
I took a 
careful look 
a t my 
weapons, while Harliert ex amined 
his pistols, handling them with his 
left hand, but tlitl not take his rifle 
out of the holster. My curiosity had 
by this time overcome all other con­ 
siderations, nnd I could not refrain 
from asking my companion how he 
knew th a t Indians were in th a t vici­ 
nity. 
“ Know? Why, 1 
alius 
knows. 


the Imlian country, when he found 
th at by the sensation in his rig ht 
haml he w» is able to tletect the pres­ 
ence, at considerable distances, of his 
inherent fo« \ and th a t of other peo­ 
ple if they were to the rig ht of him. 
When unduly excit« *tl or ang ry, his 
“electric hand,” as H arbert himself 
called it. became an instrum ent oi 
certain death, instantaneously killing 
any one upon whom it was laid. Aft­ 
er such occasions he invariably suf­ 
fered the ag ony 1 had witnessed the 
day before. 
After Harliert left me a t Frescott, 
on his trip to Santa Fe', I learned 
th a t he had been a g uide and scout in 
New Mex ico lor General Canby dur­ 
ing the war. Many hod heard « if his 
strang e power, yet few believed the 
reports concerning him. He was, 
g enerally considered as lieing slig ht­ 
ly unbalance« ! in his mind, althoug h 
all ag reed th a t he was a rem ark­ 
ably 
skillful 
ami reliable Indian 
scout. 
Foor H arliert never reached Santa 
Fe alive, his dead body—stripped ot 
its flesh by the coyotes—having been 
found near Navajo » Spring s some 
two months after our meeting . The 
cause of his death still remains a 
mystery, and his prem ature demise 
unfortunately closed to the me« iicat 
fraternity all opportunity of ascer­ 
taining the « *nuse and determining 
the nature of the strang e power 
which I saw him ex ercise in such a 
trag ic way.—Charles Lane Mosher 
in the Arg onaut.

g lad of the opjioruunity to see for 
myself how such thing s were done. 
On beg inning the sale the auctioneer 
announced th at families would not 
lie separated, but would be sold in 
“lots.” After a number of “lots had 
been duly broug ht to the block and 
kno« -ke« l down to the hig hest bidder, 
a brig ht looking boy was broug ht 
forward and placed upon the stand. 
The anctioneer a t the same time 
call« *d an ohl colored man am ong the 
crowd to come up and stand beside 
the .boy. 
He <li« l so. and the aue- 
tioneer th« n said: 
“Gentlemen, the ohl man is this 
boy's father; he lives in the West 
Indies, uml is a free man. 
He wants 
to buy the boy and take him to his 
home to make him fre« \ 
He 
bi« ls 
$400, which is all the money he bus.” 
The intent of this statem ent was 
evidently to discourag e any advance 
of th a t bid. ami it torn hed a sym pa­ 
thetic cord in his 
audience. The 
crowd watched the proceeding s for a 
minute* or two in silence, while the 
auctioneer » Iwelt upon the 
bid of 
$400, ami was « ailing it out for the 
third and hist time, when, from the 
outskirts of the crowd, a 
voice bid 
“ Fifty.” Every eye was at once turn­ 
ed in the dire« *tion of the bidder, who 
was a roug h, dissipated looking fel­ 
low, a typical slave trailer inapfiear- 
ance.

Gets a Life Sentence- 
Andrew Wold, the murderer of 
Hans Hagan, of this city, will pay 
the penalty of his crimo with a 
life sentence, as the jury found him 
guilty of murder in the first de­ 
gree. 
The history of the atrocious 
deed is still fresh in the memory 
of our readers. 
Tho two 
men 
had 
been harvesting for several 
weeks near Breckenridge and started 
for their home in Brainerd on Sept. 
24th going on foot by the railroad 
track. The next morning Wold was 
seen near the former city carrying 
two satchels and walking rapidly to­ 
ward the railroad station. 
Three or 
four weeks after that a girl was herd­ 
ing cattle along Whisky creek, when 
her horse became frightened at some­ 
thing in the grass near the creek bot­ 
toms. 
Reining up closer she dis­ 
covered Hagan’s body. 
The skull 
was crushed at the forehead, the 
throat was stabbed twice, and there 
was a bullet bole in the rear of his 
head. 
The jiockets had been rifled 
and everything of value removed. 
Blood and other evidence of a struggle 
were found on the top of the bank, 
and a trail in the grass led from there 
to where the body lay. 
Wold con­ 
fessed to tho sheriff that he killed 
Hagan in a quarrel over Mrs. Hagan 
and took his money, but when on the 
stand he denied making the admis­ 
sions. 
It is claimed that the jury 
would have found a verdict of murder 
in tho second degree had it not been 
for the defendant’s own testimony. 
The widow of the murdered man and 
her family of children have left this 
city and are now at Madison, Wis.

lieutenant governor of this state un­ 
der Gov. Davis. Gov. Barto is the 
department commander of the G. A. 
R. 
He is a gentleman, a scholar, and 
has as many friends in the state of 
Minnesota as any man within its 
borders. 
Wm. Westerman, the receiver, wo 
are not personally acquainted with. 
He has twice been elected mayor of 
St. Cloud without opposition, and is 
highly spoken of, and his appoint­ 
ment was received with favor in his 
own city as well as in other parts of 
the Northwest, where he is well 
known.

Gets a Life Sentence- 
Andrew Wold, the murderer of 
Hans Hagan, of this city, will pay 
the penalty of his crime with a 
life sentence, as the jury found him 
guilty of murder in the first de­ 
gree. 
The history of the atrocious 
deed is still fresh in the memory 
of our readers. 
The two men 
had 
been harvesting for several 
weeks near Breckenridge and started 
for their home in Brainerd on Sept. 
24th going on foot by the railroad 
track. The next morning Wold was 
seen near the former city carrying 
two satchels and walking rapidly to­ 
ward the railroad station. Three or 
four weeks after that a girl was herd­ 
ing cattle along Whisky creek, when 
her horse became frightened at some­ 
thing in the grass near the creek bot­ 
toms. Reining up closer she dis­ 
covered Hagan's body. The skull 
was crushed at the forehead, the 
throat was stabbed twice, and there 
was a bullet hole in the rear of his 
head. The pockets had been rifled 
and everything of value removed. 
Blood and other evidence of a struggle 
were found on the top of the bank, 
and a trail in the grass led from there 
to where the body lay. 
Wold con­ 
fessed to tho sheriff that he killed 
Hagan in a quarrel over Mrs. Hagan 
and took his money, but when on the 
stand he denied making the admis­ 
sions. 
It is claimed that the jury 
would have found a verdict of murder 
in the second degree had it not been 
for the defendant’s own testimony. 
The widow of the murdered man and 
her family of children have left this 
city and are now at Madison, Wis. 


The St. Cloud Land Office.

Barto settled in Min­ 
nesota in 1869. He has served two 
terms in the legislature and was 
lieutenant governor of this state un­ 
der Gov. Davis. Gov. Barto is the 
department commander of the G. A. 
R. 
He is a gentleman, a scholar, and 
has as many friends in the state of 
Minnesota as any man within its 
borders. 
Wm. Westerman, the receiver, we 
are not personally acquainted with. 
He has twice been elected mayor of 
S t Cloud without opposition, and is 
highly spoken of. and his appoint­ 
ment was received with favor in his 
own city as well as in other parts of 
the Northwest, where he is well 
known.

Even of those familiar with him 
comparatively lew accept him unreservedly, 
aud these are his worshipers, who can per 
ceive no defect in his worst faults, who

H i s t o r y o f t h e Case F r o m t h e I>ay o f t h e 
Murder. 
Dr. Cronin waft murdered on the night of 
May 4. 
At 2 o’clock on the morning of 
May 5 a policeman saw the wagon contain­ 
ing the trunk in which was the corpse. 
A t 
11a. ni. the bloody trunk was found, and at 
2 p. m. the disappearance o f the doctor was 
published. May 0 a young woman declared 
she had seen Dr. Cronin in a si reet car at 9 
p. m. on the night of the murder. 
W ood­ 
ruff was arrested on suspicion May 10. Ru­ 
mors that Dr. Cronin l»a*l absconded were 
plentiful, and May 11 a dispatch wa-re­ 
ceived that the physician had just been seen 
in Toronto. 
Until May 22 reasons for Cro­ 
nin’s disappearance were rife, but on that 
day his body was found in the catchbasin. 
Then the tact* of teams used, the renting ol 
the Carlson cottage and other collaterals to 
the crime were brought to light. 
Detective 
Dan Coughlin was arrested on May 25, and 
thearrestof many .suspects rapidly followed, 
some of whom were soon released. The 
grand jury indicted Coughlin, Woodruff and 
O.Sullivan May 28, and the nemo of A lex­ 
ander Sulliyan, the prominent politician, 
writer and Oan-na-Gael man, was con­ 
nected with the crime. June 11 lie was ar­ 
rested, but on the 14th was released on 
$20,000 bail, from which he was discharged 
three or four month* afterward. On Juno 
Jl Maroney and McDonald were also ar­ 
rested in New York, but they established a 
sufficient alibi to procure their discharge. 
Martin Burke was arrested in W innipeg 
June 15, and a.* soon a* 
possible 
was 
identified and returned to Chicago. June 29 
a special grand jury returned indictments 
against Daniel Coughlin, John Jf. Beggs, 
Patrick O'Fullivan, Martin Burke, Patrick 
Cooney, Frank Woodruff and .John Kunze. 
The next day Kunze, who had been going 
under the name of Kaiser, was arrested. 
July 27 Car Conductor Dwyer, who was 
one o f those who had reported seeing Cro­ 
nin after his disappearance, was sought, but 
it was discovered he bad lied the country. 
Subsequent events before the trial consisted 
chiefly in unearthing the inside facts of 
Camp 20 of the Clan-na-Gael, in which, it 
is alleged, the murder was plotted Aug. 39, 
jhe triql began before Jpdge McGqnnkll and 
venire after venire was exhausted before a 
complete jury was obtained, which was 
Oct. 22. 
In opening the case (die prosecu­ 
tion claimed as a reason fur the murder 
that Dr. Cronin had made damaging state­ 
ments against the triangle of the < lan-iia 
Gael, and proposed to push Ins accusations 
still farther; then in accordance with their 
orders a conspiracy wa* formed to murder 
the doctor, claiming the condemned were 
selected to do the work; that on Feb. 20 
one of these rented the rooms at 117 South 
Clark street, purchasing the furniture next 
day; that on March 20 the same man rented 
the Carlson cottage, aud two days later the 
furniture arrived there; that on April 28 
Iceman O’Sullivan made his contract with 
Dr, Cronin, by which the latter was to come 
to attend any of O'Sullivan’s men who 
should get hurt at any time called; that on 
May 4 at 10 a. m. Coughlin ordered at 
Dihan’s livery *table a rig for that evening 
for a friend, which was taken out at 7.15 
and returned at 9:15, another rig being hired 
to transport the corpse. 
Oct. 11 six men 
were arrested for jury bribing, all being in­ 
dicted. 
Oct. 16 Henry N. Staltenburg, 
Alexander Sullivan’s private secretary, was 
arrested in connection with the jury brib­ 
ing, but was soon released.

His man­ 
ners were precise and formal, not to say 
stiff, and when he wa* all inspired his 
speech was often intelligible and pleasant. 
Still he gave one an impression of a man 
who had spent most of his years in taking 
his own altitude and had never yet been 
able to put it into comprehensible measure­ 
ment.

A POET PEAD. 


Robert Browning the Famous 
Poet Dies at Venice 
Italy. 


A Sketeli of a Life Devoted to 
the Creation of Works Sot 
Generally Appreciated. 


V e n i c e , S p e c s a1.— Robert Browning, the 
poet, died to-night. Ilia death was pain­ 
less. 
During the day he expressed him self 
as satisfied with the success of his new 
volum e of [Kieina. 


Robert Browning was one of the m ost 
famous and at the same tim e one of the 
least known literary men in ail Great 
Britain. 
W hile Brow ning’s admirers rank 
him as the greatest poet of the time, says a 
recent biographer, he might, in respect of 
the m ultitude, as well be a bartender a# a 
hard. 
Even of those fam iliar w ith him 
com paratively few accept him unreservedly, 
ami these are his worshiper#, who can per 
reive no defect in his worst faults, who 
think his hardest meas u re** and m ost mystic 
insignificance replete 
with m elody and 
beauty. 
Browning 
was 
as 
little 
known 
personally 
aa 
poetically. 
lie* m ight 
walk 
through 
the 
strand 
or Fall Mall any pleasant afternoon, and 
I hardly anyone would recognize him .

ruff was arrested on suspicion May IO. Ru­ 
mors that Dr. Cronin hail absconded were 
plentiful, and May ll a dispatch w a-re­ 
ceived that the physician had just been seen 
in Toronto. 
U ntil May 22 reasons for fro* 
u iu ’s disappearance were rife, but on that 
day his body was found in the eatehba-in. 
Then the tacts o f teams used, the renting of 
the Carlson cottage and other collaterals to 
the crim e were brought to light. 
Detective 
Dan Coughlin was arrested on May 25, and 
the arrest of many suspects rapidly followed, 
some of whom were soon released. 
The 
grand jury indicted Coughlin, W oodruff and 
(J.Sullivan May 28, and the nam e of A lex­ 
ander Sullivan, the prom inent politician, 
w riter and Clan-na-Gael man, was con­ 
nected with the crime. June ll lie was ar­ 
rested, but on the 14th was released on 
$29,000 bail, from which he was discharged 
three or four m ouths afterward.

Considerable comment is excited in Minne­ 
apolis a t the verdict of the coroner’s jury in 
the Tribune catastrophe, which failed to find 
anyone responsible? for the lack of proper 
escapes in case of fire. 
Emile Johnson, twenty-two years of age, 
was killed by a tree falling on him while work­ 
ing in the woods forTozer, McClure & Co., on 
the upper Snake river. 
His body was taken 
to Stillwater, where lie lived. 
Bartholom ew Vavry of M ontgomery was 
hunting mink with a shotgun, when it was 
accidently discharged, killing him instantly 
the load passing up under his chin. 
He was 
twenty-one years old mid unmarried. 
A deaf mute, about twenty-two years old, 
while walking on the track near Aurora was 
struck by a freight train and instantly killed. 
He was thrown fifty feet and had his neck 
broken. 
Ida Sto well is one of the m ost successful! 
real estate agents in St. Paul, and recently 
sold one lot for $150,000. 
She was originally 
n school teacher, and m a d e h e r first purchase 
with what she had suved from her meager 
salary. 
Bert H arrington and Peter Bjornstrom, 
two farmers living near Wadena, were run 
over by a train while crossing the track a t 
York Mills in a wagon and fatally injured. 
There were five men in the wagon altogether, 
but the other three escaped injury. 
A writ of habeas corpus has been obtained 
from 
Judge 
Crosby com manding Sheriff 
Anderson to bring before him, a t H astings, 
Horry Hurl, one of the Salvation 
Army 
soldiers confined in jail, and show cause*, if 
any, why said Hurl should not be released. 
The little son of M artin Kutzen, a farmer 
living near Artsfdia, while 
playing 
with 
m atches set fire to the house. 
All the build­ 
ings on tlie place were burned, together with 
a large quantity of liny and grain. 
The loss 
is $3,500. 
The insurance expired two days 
before the fire. 
Eugene Nichols, a carpenter working in 
tlie building which covers the reservoir of the 
water works atCkatfield, fell from a scaffold 
to the stone floor, a distance of twenty feet. 
His collar bone was broken, shoulder dislo­ 
cated and two ribs broken. 
He also received 
internal injuries. 
He is n ot expected to re­ 
cover. 
Tlie inhabitants of Fair Haven, which is 
in Stearns county, find a subject, of unlimited 
interest in the recent gold discoveries in the 
im m ediate neighborhood. 
Ever since the 
discovery of a few particles of the yellow 
stu ff by a funner som enionths ago agricul­ 
tural m atters became of secondary im port­ 
ance. 
Frank Thatcher, a prosperous young un­ 
married farmer of LakeG eorgetow n, Stearns 
county, was found dead in bed by neighbors, 
having evidently expired five or six days l>e- 
fore. 
Heart disease is ascribed as the cause,

play.

There w»*re half a dozen witnesses 
in Bridget Bishop's case, m ostly 
young girls 14 and 16 years old, 
and they swore th a t they had bee n 
sorely afflicted since they had in some 
wav incurred B ridget’s dislike. One 
of them had been aw akened in the 
dead of night to find Bridget’s spec­ 
ter sitting heavily on her chest. She 
attem pted to clap her hands a t her, 
but the ghostly visitor hopped out 
of the window. 
A nother young woman wassimilar- 
ly awakened one night and discerned 
the form of a devil, which she de­ 
scribed sis si cross between a b a t and 
a monkey. 
From its perch on the 
foot-board the devil 
ssiid to the 
maiden: “ Ye have been afflicted of 
mind of late, and troubled sore. 
Do 
my bidding and ye slmll w ant for 
nothing.”

I am certainly entitled to 
this belief, for an apparently super­ 
natural power possessed by an in­ 
dividual undoubtedly sav e i my life 
upon one occasion. 
Early in the summer of 1 8 6 6 ,1 was 
sent out from Yuma with dispatches 
for the com m anding officer a t Pres­ 
cott, Arizona, being a t th a t time in 
the em ploym ent of the governm ent 
as courier and scout. This was sh o rt­ 
ly after George H. Leighy, Indian 
superintendent, had been am bushed 
and massacred, and all the tribes in 
the Territory, except the Fim as 
and Papagoes, were, hostile, and 
m ost of them were on the w arpath. 
I decided, therefore, th a t it would be 
less dangerous for me to cut across 
the country than it would to follow 
the usual roads or trails on which 
travelers were being daily killed, and 
as heavy rains had fallen during the 
preceding two weeks and filled the 
isolated w ater-tunks, it would not be 
difficult to cross the deserts. 
Istruck 
out in «t north-east course, and fol­ 
lowed tlint direction as nearly as the 
configuration of the country would 
permit. 
The weather was h o t—scorching 
and boiling hot. 
Even the lizards 
sought protection from the sun's 
rays during the middle of the day 
and the rattlesnakes took shelter 
under <‘i cactus or inesquitt bush and 
did not move till after the ardent orb 
sunk in the west. The gaunt, giant 
cactus on the m ountain-side nnd 
desert plain seemed to give forth 
waves of heat, while the scant foliage 
of the palo verde and the prickly 
branches of the mesquite-tree afforded 
but little shelter lor myself or horse. 
I was necessarily compelled to take 
the full force of tlie sun s rays, as it 
was 
im practicable 
to 
travel at 
night, for the 
reason th a t I had 
never crossed the country th a t way, 
and, besides were somewhat likely to 
rid** into an Indian camp unawares. < 
Consequently, my 
speed was not 
great. 
( »n the afternoon ot tlie third day, 
shortly before sundown, I struck tlie 
trail from Woolsey’s Agua < aliente 
Ranch to W iekenburg, and, following 
it for two miles or more, came to 
some watcr-tanks. 
1 was then about 
tw enty miles west of the Vulture 
Mine, and, by way of travel, more 
than one hundred and th irty from 
Yuma. Ah I was getting into the 
Indian country, I resolved to be 
very cautious, as in tw o days more, 
if nothing happened, I would Ik* a t 
the end of my journey. After pre­ 
pairing and eating my supjier, I 
carefully extinguished the small fire I 
had mode and scattered the ernl**rs 
nnd ashes ab o u t so as to leave no 
trace of it. After having given my 
pony a good drink a t the tank. 1 
resorted to tactics with which every 
s.'-out anil m ountaineer is familiar. 
Having ridden forward on the trail 
until 1 found rocky ground where the 
hoofs of nty pony would make no 
impre ssion, I dismounted and put the 
mufflers on his feet. 
1 then turned 
round and rode back, and passed the 
w ater about half a mile, w here, a t a 
point some live or six hundred yards 
from 
the trail 
I 
found 
good 
gnllettagrass for thehorseand made 
camp. 
1 was on the east sid** of the 
trail and safe from observation from 
it or the tanks, through the fact 
th a t 1 was behind a thick clump ot 
niesquite-trees. 
As these manoeuvres 
were executed aft**r dark, I felt sure 
th a t they could have !>een witnessed 
by no one, nnd th a t it would be as 
difficult to discover me out there on 
the desert as it would Is* to find the 
old-time needle in the hay-stack. 
I 
m ade down my blankets and went 
to sleep with H feeling of absolute se­ 
curity. 
Some time about the middle of tlie 
night, as I could determine by the 
stars, I aw oke w ithout any apparent 
reason.

listening attentively,

seemed 
quiet. Sinking back to rest, and 
w hen in a condition between semi­ 
consciousness and oblivion, 1 noticed 
th a t my pony had quiteating.

tanks, where I will see them in the 
m orning.” 
N otw ithstanding 
my 
confidence, I sat up and listened. 
The sounds of the hoofs became 
plainer, and I was soon able to de­ 
termine th a t a single anim al m ace 
them, and th a t it was being hard 
ridden. Wonder and alarm took pos­ 
session of me w hen, a t a point on the 
trail directly opposite from which I 
was sleeping, the gallop broke, and 
jit a much slowerpace the horse came 
in my direction. 
1 reasoned th a t it 
could not bean Apache, for a solitary 
Indian would select an open place a t 
some elevated point to sleep, and 
would himself drink and also water 
his horse fit the tank.

if not, go some place else and make 
your fire, far enough nwav so th a t I 
will n o t be compelled to suffer from 
your stupidity and d 
d nonsense,” 
said I, lowingall patience. 
“ Well, 
p artn er,” 
th«* 
m idnight 
horsem an replied, in fin injured and 
disappointed tone, but free from till 
offense, “ 1 don’t like to la* unsocia­ 
ble, and won’t do nuthin’ when you 
says no, and I can w ait till m ornin’ 
for my coffee and bacon. 
Man, I 
don’t danger myself or nobody. A 
little fire in th a t wash there couldn't 
Is? seen ten y a r d s by a Injun or no­ 
body else, and when I tells you there’s 
no Injuns nigher to us than five miles, 
I know what I am talking about. 
I 
I was born in Western Missourv, 
twenty-nine years ago. when the In­ 
juns was try in’ to burn our cabin, 
and my good m other—leastwise, 1 
never seen her—died two hours alter 
1 came into the world. 
Do you think 
th a t’s for nuthin’? Do you think a 
good woman gives up her life for a 
boy w ho grows to be a man and give 
up whites to the Injuns? No, sir-e**. 
I hates'em , find I wish 1 could kill 
every one of 'em, for the whole lot of 
’em. ten million times over, is not so 
good as my m other. 
I can feel’em 
if they is nigh, and I have had one of 
them for every hair th a t was in her 
poor head—leastwise, if she was like 
oi her women. 
T ra v el with me, pan], 
and there is no danger to nobody. 
Fs a friend to every man as had a 
white m other, and an enemy to all 
Injuns. Good-night to you!’’ 
The simple and earnest m anner in 
which tiiese lew words were uttered 
caused me to regret th a t i had de­ 
nied the fellow the privilege of build­ 
ing a fire, although I knew it would 
have been im prudent. 
They also 
convinced me th a t he would be an 
acceptable com panion for the re­ 
m ainder of my trip, if he was going 
th a t far. 
I woke first in the morning, made 
a fire, and was getting coffee ready, 
when the stranger got up. 
He was 
tall and slender, with a round, good- 
natured face, black eyes, hair, and 
mustache, and 
appeared 
several 
years younger than the age he gave 
the previous night. 
His contenance 
was frank and open, and his actions 
simple and modest. 
He greeted me 
cheerfully, nnd we shook hands. 1 
noticed a t th a t time th a t his grasp 
was w hat we term “hearty,” but the 
sensation which 1 experienced In my 
hand was not th a t of a fierce squeeze 
but rather of nn indefinable and pe­ 
culiar nature.

carried in his riirht hand and extend 
th a t arm in front of him. A moment 
or two afterw ard he turned to me 
and said, 
with a smile 
which I 
thought unsuited to the situation: 
“There’s Injuns about here.” 
I could not see the slightest thing 
to justify the assertion, and we rode 
on for ab o u t fifteen minutes before 
H arbert drew up his horse and said: 
“ Yes, they is to the north of usand 
not n o r ’n half-mile ahead of us. 
They think they’ll s’prise us, but they 
won’t do nuthin’ ol the kind. How's 
your guns, paitner?” 
I took a 
careful look 
a t my 
weapons, while H arbert examined 
his pistols, handling them with his 
left hand, but did not take his rifle 
out of the holster. My curiosity had 
by this time overcome all other con­ 
siderations, and 1 could not refrain 
from asking my companion how he 
knew th a t Indians were in th a t vici­ 
nity. 
“ Know? Why, I 
ailus 
knows. 


We started down the gentle slope 
a t a long, swinging gallon, and, sure 
j enough, when he had covered about 
I half a mile, I saw an Apache raise his 
! head from behind a rock, on the hill- 
1 side to our left. 
As I drew up my 
Winchester to shoot, a volley from 
four or five rifles was fired a t us, but 
the range was too long and we suf­ 
fered no injury. 
I returned the fire, 
and although there was no prear­ 
ranged plan of action, both H arbert 
and myself.-wheeled our horses and 
started tow ard the Indians. 
They broke from their shelter and 
scattered, all endeavoring, however, 
to pass beyond the ridge ofthe hill on 
the side of which they had made their 
am bush. 1 followed several up the 
hill in the direction from which we 
came, firing eight or ten shots and 
having the satisfaction of seeing the 
m urderous fiends fall to the ground. 
As 1 hail not heard a shot from H ar­ 
bert, I turned around to see w hat had 
become of him, and thus witnessed 
one of the m ost extraordinary and 
inexplicable occurrences in my life, 
H arbert was pursuing, in a diagonal 
direction Irom me, three Indians who 
were endeavoring to cross the ridge 
a t a lower point than those whom 1 
attacked, 
but, while within close 
range, did not 
a ttm p t to shoot. 
Ju st a t this m om ent, ft buck, who 
was nearest to him, pulled up his 
weapon, but the pistol in the left 
hand of my com panion cracked, and 
the Indian fell over dead. 
I could see 
th at H arbert’s horse had a fn*e rein 
and th a t it understood the work in 
hand as well as its m aster, for in an ­ 
other moment it was alongside the 
Indian. 
No shot was fired this time. 
H arbert clutched the Apache by the 
re t k with his right hand and threw 
him from the pony he was riding, 
scarcely pausing in his m ad chase 
after the third savage. Thinking 
th a t the Indian who had been pulled 
from his horse was simply stunned. I 
rode rapidly tow ard him. hut was 
surprised upon reaching the body to 
see by the distorted features and pro­ 
truding tongue, th a t life was extinct. 
By this time, H arbert had come up 
to the first wretch; again his right 
arm went out and his hand clutched 
the th ro a t ot the Indian, who rolled 
from his horse as though his skull had 
been cloven. 
Again turning into the 
road and shouting to me to follow, 
H arbert started in tie* direction we 
had been previously traveling a t a 
speed which my 
pony could not 
begin to m aintain. 
The entir** fight, if fight it may be 
called, did not last over five or six 
minutes. 
Although not unfam iliar 
with such things, I was completely 
bewildered. How did H arbert kill 
the two last Indians? He surely did 
not strangle them to death, for he 
did not take sufficient time, an*! he 
certainly did not possess the strength 
to dislocate a m an’s nec k while using 
but one hand. 
Why did n o t he 
shoot them, like an ordinary m an 
would have done? Was he a wizard, 
and what unseen powers did he pos­ 
sess? While trying to settle these 
nnd other questions of similiar na­ 
ture which rapidly came to my mind, 
I overtook my companion, who lay 
writhing on the ground in apparent 
agony, while his horse was quietly 
grazing on the g r a s s near by. 
Believing th a t he had been wound­ 
ed, 1 sprang to his sid*» to render 
w hat assistance I could, when he 
turned his face tow ard me and fairly 
hissed: 
“ For God’s sake, man, don’t touch 
me; it'll kill you!” 
His jaws set,his eyes rolled, aud his 
features gave evidence of the m ost in­ 
tense pain; great beads of perspira­ 
tion stood out on liis brow. 
His 
lim 1)8 were tw itching and his agony 
an H arbert did for the next five or 
six minutes, and when the throes be­ 
came less violent, he sat up and be­ 
gan rubbing and beatinpr his right 
arm , repeating, over and over again 
in a moan, “()h it’ll kill me; it’ll bust; 
it'll break; some time I’ll cut it off— 
j cut it oft"!” 
It was fully lmlf an hour 
liefore the suffering man was able to 
mount his horse nnd ride to the s ta ­ 
tion. but in the meantime, he assured 
me th a t he had not been wounded by 
the Indians. 
We reached Prescott the next even- 
; ing w ithout 
any further encoun- 
j ters with the Indians, and 
dur­ 
ing the day H arbert explained to me 
I reluctantly—for he was averse ot 
talking on the subject—the nature of 
his peculiar gift or ailment. It seems 
th a t he had possessed it since child­ 
hood, and he was inclined to a t­ 
tribute it to the the painful circum­ 
stances attaching to his birth. It was 
never developed until he came into 
j the Indian country, when he found 
■ th a t by the sensation in his right 
hand lie was able to detect the pres- 
! ence, a t considerable distances, ofhis 
inherent foe, and th a t of other peo- 
| pie if they were to the right of him. 
When unduly excited or angry, his 
I “electric hand,” as H arbert himself 
called it. became an instrum ent ot 
certain death, instantaneously killing 
any one upon whom it w as laid. Aft­ 
er such occasions he invariably suf­ 
fered the agony 1 had witnessed the 
day before. 
After H arbert left me a t Prescott, 
on his trip to S anta Fe', 1 learned 
th a t he had been a guide and scout in 
New Mexico for General Canby dur­ 
ing the war. Many had heard of his 
strange power, yet few believed the 
reports concerning him. He was, 
generally considered as being slight­ 
ly unbalanced in bis mind, although 
all agreed th a t he was a rem ark­ 
ably 
skillful 
and reliable Indian 
scout. 
Poor H arbert never reached Santa 
Fe alive, liis dead body—stripped ot 
its flesh by the coyotes—having been 
found near Navajo Springs some 
tw o m onths after our meeting. The 
cause of his death still remains a 
m ystery, and his prem ature demise 
unfortunately closed to the medical 
fraternity all opportunity of ascer­ 
taining the cause and determining 
the n ature of the strange power 
which I saw him exercise in such a 
tragic way.—Charles Lane Mosher

of 1848, an auction sale of the per­ 
sonal state of a deceased planter, 
comprising some seventy or eighty 
slaves and other “chattels,” was held 
in the public m arket place.

On beginning the sale the auctioneer 
announced th a t families would not 
be separated, bu t would be sold in 
“lots.” After a number of “lots had 
been duly brought to the block and 
knocked down to the highest bidder, 
a bright looking boy was brought 
forward and placed upon the stand. 
The auctioneer a t the same time 
called an old coloredm an am ong the 
crowd to come up and stand beside 
tbe .boy. 
He did so. and the auc­ 
tioneer tla n said: 
“Gentlemen, the old m an is this 
boy’s father; he lives in the West 
Indies, and is a free man. 
He wants 
to buy the boy and take him to liis 
home to make him free. He 
bids 
$400, which is all the money hehas.” 
The intent of this statem ent was 
evidently to discourage any advance 
of th a t bid. and it touched a sym pa­ 
thetic cord in his 
audience. The 
crowd watched the proceedings for a 
m inute or two in silence, while the 
auctioneer dwelt upon the 
bid of 
$400, and was calling it out for the 
third and last time, when, from the 
outskirts of the crowd, a 
voice bid 
“ Fifty.” Every eye was a t once tu rn ­ 
ed in the direction of the bidder, who 
was a rough, dissipated looking fel­ 
low, a typical slave trad er in appear­ 
ance. 
The auctioneer 
paused a 
moment, looked annoyed. «*md then 
repeated his previous statem ent con­ 
cerning the old m an, emphasizing the 
rem ark th a t $400 was all the money 
oe had. 
“And now,” said he, “ I am 
bid four hundred and fifty.” From a 
dozen voices came the cry: “ W ith­ 
draw your bid!” The auctioneer 
aw aited 
the result. 
The 
bidder 
growled a surly refusal, saying he 
“wanted th a t boy, and had as good 
a right to bid as anybody.” “ Four 
hundred and fifty,” came slowly from 
the lipsot the auctioneer, The shouts 
of “ W ithdraw your bid!” were repeat­ 
ed in angry tones on every side. 
“ Well,” said the bidder. “ I w ith­ 
draw it.” 
The auctioneer quickly went back 
to the original bid, on which he dwelt 
two or three times, when down went 
his hammer. “ Sold a t four hundred. 
Old m an, the boy is yours; take him 
down.” The crowd cheered, and the 
principal figure in this little dram a 
who, the m om ent before, had been 
the picture of despair, hurried down 
from the stand smiling and happy.—

THE ELECTRIC HAND. 


While I am not disposed to ques­ 
tion the dogm a that mun possesses 
but five senses, I ani never surprised 
a t the abnormal development of any 
particular one, or at the expansion 
of muscular strength to such a high 
degree as to surpass the understand- 
; ing of th at stage of psychological 
! science which has yet been obtained. 
In future ages, such powers as were 
possessed by the late W ashington 
Irving Bishop and other prodigies of 
this era may lie far from phenomenal, 
and exercised as generally as we now 
do those of determining between col­ 
ors or the notes of a musical instru­ 
ment. 
I am certainly entitled to 
this belief, for an apparently super- 
natural power possessed by an in­ 
dividual undoubtedly stive J my life 
upon one occasion. 
Early in the summer of 1806,1 was 
sent out from Yuma with dispatches 
for the commanding officer at Pres­ 
cott, Arizona, being tit th at time in 
the employment of the government 
as courier and scout. This was short­ 
ly after George II. I.**ighy, Indian 
sujiermtendent, had l>een ambushed 
and massacred, and all the tr ills in 
the Territory, 
except the Pimas 
and Papagoes, were, hostile, and 
most of them were on the warpath. 
I decided, therefore, that it would be 
less dangerous for me to cut across 
(lie country than it would to follow 
the usual roads or trails on which 
travelers were being daily killed, and 
os heavy rains had fallen during the 
preceding two weeks and filled the 
isolated water-tanks, it would not be 
difficult to cross the deserts. 
I st ruck 
out in a north-east course, and fol­ 
lowed that direction as nearly as the 
configuration of the country would 
permit. 
The weather was 
hot—scorching 
and boiling hot. 
Even the lizards 
•lought protection from the sun s 
rays during the middle of the day 
and tile rattlesnake's took shelter 
under a cactus or mesquitt bush and 
did not move till after the ardent orb 
sunk in the west. 
The gaunt, giant 
cactus on the mountain-side and 
desert plain seemed to give forth 
waves of heat, while the scant foliage 
of the pale verde and the prickly 
branches ofthemeHquitc-tree afforded 
but little shelter for myself or horst*. 
I was necessarily compelled to take 
the full force of tis* sun s rays, as it 
was 
impracticable 
to 
travel 
at 
night, for the 
reason that I had 
never crossed the country that way, 
and. besides were somewhat likely to 
ride into an Indian camp unawares. 
Consequently, 
my 
speed was not 
great. 
< In the afternoon ot the third day, 
shortly before sundown, I struck the 
trail from W oofsey’s Agua Caliente 
Ranch to Wickenburg, and, following 
it for two miles or more, came to 
some water-tanks. 
I was then aftout 
twenty miles west of the Vulture 
Mine, and, by way of travel, more 
than one hundred and thirty from 
Yuma. 
As I was getting into the 
Indian country, I resolved to be 
very cautious, as in two days more, 
if nothing happened, I would fie at 
the end of my journey. 
After [ire- 
pairing and eating my supjter, I 
carefully extinguished the small fire I 
had made and scattered the crullers 
and ashes about so as to leave no 
trace of it. After having given my 
patly a good drink at the tank. I 
resorted to tactics with which every 
s out and mountaineer is familiar. 
H aving ridden forward on the trail 
until I found rockyground where the 
hoofs of my pony would make no 
impression, I dismounted and put the 
mufflers on his feet. 
I t lien turned 
round and rod** back. and passed the 
water about half a mile, where, at a 
[mint some five or six hundred yards 
from 
the trail 
I 
found 
good 
galletta grass for thehorseand made 
camp. 
I was on tim east side of the 
trail and safe from o beery a ti on from 
it or the tanks, through the filet 
that I was behind a thick clump of 
mesquite-trees. 
As these manmuvres 
were executed after dark, I felt sure 
that they could have l>een witnessed 
by no one, and that it would be as 
difficult to discover me out there on 
the desert as it would be to find the 
old-time needle in the hay-staek. 
I 
made down my blankets and went 
to sleep with a feeling of absolute se­ 
curity. 
Some time about the middle of the 
night, as I could determine by the 
stars. I awoke without any apparent 
reason. 
Looking about 
me 
and 
listening attentively, 
all 
seemed 
quiet. 
Sinking back to rest, and 
when in a condition between semi­ 
consciousness and oblivion, I noticed 
that my pony had quiteating. This 
again aroused me, and soon the per­ 
fect silence was broken 
by faint 
sounds of horses' feel in the distance. 
“If it be Indians,” I thought, “my 
caution has been warranted,for they , 
can’t find me for some time at least, 
ami no matter what their number, I 
can reach Vulture before they harm 
me; if white travelers, they do not 
concern me, and will camp at the ! 
tanks, where I will see them in the 
morning.” 
Notwithstanding 
my 
confidence, I sat up and listened. 
The sounds of the hoofs became 
plainer, find I was soon able to de­ 
termine that a single animal m ace ;

<1 nonsense,” 
said I, losingall patience. 
“Well, 
partner,”

midnight 
horseman replied, in an injured aud 
disappointed tone, but free from all 
offense, “I don't like to be unsocia­ 
ble, and w on t do nut bin w hen you 
says no, and I can wait till mornin’ 
for my t offee and bacon. 
Man, I 
don’t danger myself or nobody. A 
little fire in that wash there couldn’t 
Is* seen ten yards by a Injun or no­ 
body else, and w hen I tells you there’s 
no Injuns nigher to us than five miles, 
J know what I am talking about. 
I 
I was born iii Western Missoury, 
twenty-nine years ago, when the In­ 
juns was try in’ to burn our cabin, 
and my good mother—leastwise, I 
never seen her—died two hours after 
I came into the world. 
Do you think 
th at’s for nuthin’? 
Do .you think a 
good woman gives up her life for a 
boy who grows to lie a man and give 
up whites to the Injuns? 
No, sir-ee. 
I hates’em, and I wish I could kill 
every one of ’em, for the whole lot of 
’em. ten million t im**s over, is not so 
good as my mother. 
I can feel’em 
if they is nigh, and I have had one of 
them lor every hair that was in her 
poor head—letistwi.-e, if she was like 
other women. Travel with me, pard, 
ti ml there is no danger to nobody. 
I s a friend to every man as had a 
white mother, and an enemy to all 
Injuns. 
Good-night to you!” 
The simple and earnest manner in 
which these few words were uttered 
caused me to regret that I had de­ 
nied the fellow th** privilege of build­ 
ing a fire, although I knew it would 
have been imprudent. 
They also 
convinced me that he would be an 
acceptable companion for the re­ 
mainder of my trip, if he w as going 
that far. 
I woke first in the morning, made 
a fire, ami was getting coffee ready, 
when the stranger got up. 
He was 
tall and slender, with a round, good­ 
natured face, black eyes, hair, and 
mustache, and 
appeared 
several 
years younger than the age he gave 
the previous night. 
His oontenanee 
was frank and open, and Ins actions 
simple and modest. 
He greeted me 
cheerfully, and we shook hands. 
I 
noticed at that time that his grasp 
was w hat we term “hearty,” but the 
sensation which I ex peri ('need in my 
hand was not that of a fierce squeeze 
but rather of an indefinable and pe- 
euliar nature.

Unit Harbert’s horse had a fn*e rein 
and that it understood the work in 
hand as well as its master, for in an­ 
other moment it was alongside the 
Indian. 
No shot was fired this time. 
Ibirbert clutched tho Apache by the 
nock with his right hand and threw 
him from the pony he was riding. 
scarcely pausing in his mad chase 
after the third savage. Thinking 
that the Indian w ho had been pulled 
from his horse was simply stunned, I 
rode rnpidly toward him, but was 
surprised upon reaching the body to 
see by t he distorted features and pro­ 
truding tongue, that life was extinct. 
By this time, Harbert bad come up 
to the last wretch: again his right 
arm went out and his hand clutched 
the throat of the Indian, who rolled 
from his horse as though his skull had 
been cloven. 
Again turning into the 
road and shouting to me to follow, 
Harbert started in th** direction we 
had lieen previously traveling at a 
speed which my 
pony could not 
begin to maintain. 
The entire fight, if fight it m ay be 
called, did not last over five or six 
ininubs. 
Although not unfamiliar 
with such things. I was completely 
bewildered. 
How did Harbert kill 
tile two last Indians? 
He s u r e ly did 
not strangle them to death, for he 
dill riot take sufficient time, and he 
certainly did not possess the strength 
to dislocate a m an’s neck while using 
but one hand. 
Why did not he 
shoot them, like an ordinary man 
would have done? Was lie a w izard, 
and what u n se e n powers did he pos­ 
sess? While trying to settle these 
and other questions of similiar na­ 
ture which rapidly came to my mind, 
I overtook my companion, w ho lay 
writhing on the ground in apparent 
agony, while Ii is horse w as quietly 
grazing on the grass near by. 
Believing th at he had lieen wound­ 
ed, I sprang to his side to render 
what assistance I could, when he 
turned his face toward me and fairly 
hissed:

It w as 
never developed until he came into 
the Indian country, when he found 
that by the sensation in his right 
hand he was able to detect Hie pres­ 
ence, at considerable distances, of his 
inherent foe, and that of other peo­ 
ple if they were to the right of him. 
When unduly excited or angry, his

\\ ithout being able to assign aii3' j fered the agon 3’ I had witnessed the 
reason. I became more and more j J a y before. 
After Harbert left me at Prescott, 
on his trip to Santa Fe', I learned 
that he had been a guide and scout in 
New Mexico for General Canity dur­ 
ing the war. Many had heard of his 
strange power, yet few believed tho 
reports concerning him.

“Gentlemen, the old man is this 
boy’s father; he lives in the West 
Indies, jind is a free man. 
He wants 
to buy the bo3r and take him to his 
home to make him free. 
He

$400, which is all the 11101103’he has.” 
Tile intent of this statem ent was 
evidently to discourage any advance 
of th at bid. and it touched a sym pa­ 
thetic cord in his 
audience. 
The 
crowd watched the proceedings for a 
minute or two in silence, while the 
auctioneer dwelt upon the
